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Ignorance and Apathy

ET liners and atomic ships are constantly shrinking distances between nations, 
but man-made trade barriers negate much of the technical progress that has 


been achieved in the postwar world. 


Economic progress, which all nations 


are seeking and which the U. S. is professing to aid, is stymied because of igno- 
rance and apathy in foreign trade matters among the majority of our well-mean- 


ing citizens. 

Ask your friends what GATT and OTC 
stand for and you’ll draw a blank from 
most of them. Even if you explain that 
GATT spells General Agreement on 
Tariffs and Trade, and that OTC stands 
for Organization for Trade Cooperation, 
these words won’t be meaningful to many. 

As in others areas, we have neglected 
to educate ourselves and our children to 
understand and think about problenis that 
seem remote but are in reality of vital 
concern to each of us. 

It took a long and bitter fight in the 
85th Congress to pass a four-year exten- 
sion of the all-important Reciprocal Trade 
Agreements Act. The very fact that its 
extension was in doubt has caused untold 
harm in terms of goodwill and friendships 
among foreign buyers and suppliers. At 
a time when our enemies cunningly ex- 
ploit to our detriment every weakness or 
inconsistency in our foreign trade policy, 
we could ill afford the kind of prolonged 
debate that accompanied the extension of 
that Act. 

Not only have we jeopardized our lead- 
ership in world trade matter, but we have 
also undermined our own security, be- 
cause international friendships, suppliers 
of raw materials, and the raising of living 
standards in undeveloped countries are all 
closely interrelated issues that must not 
be subjected to amateurish, or selfish, or 
partisan handling. 

Our enlightened self-interest dictates 
that we reappraise our economic position 
and programs in the light of (1) the 
avowed desire of our adversaries to con- 
quer the world by economic means, and 
(2) the growing trend among our friends 


to break down national and regional trade 
barriers. 

GATT, established 10 years ago, is still 
without an executive arm, mainly because 
we have failed to back the formation of 
OTC. Price supports in one form or an- 
other continue to price us right out of im- 
portant \.orld markets to the joy and ad- 
vantage of communist traders. Quota 
systems which we impose play havoc with 
neighbors and other friendly suppliers, 
whose economy and capacity to buy from 
us depend to a large extent on our steady 
purchases of their raw materials and other 
products. 

In the light of these obstacles, which we 
have either placed or failed to remove, it 
would be well for us to take heed of the 
following findings and recommendations 
that a panel of experts of the Contracting 
Parties to the GATT reported to the 
Geneva Session in October: 

“|. . Our main recommendations are 
the extension of more economic aid, more 
adequate domestic measures against busi- 
ness recessions, the provision of greater 
international liquidity, the provision of 
funds for buffer stock action, a reduction 
of certain revenue duties in countries con- 
suming tropical foodstuffs and beverages, 
a moderation of agricultural protectionism 
in Western Europe and North America, 
a shift of methods of agricultural protec- 
tion in such countries away from price 
support toward deficiency-payment sys- 
tems, a reduction of protection against the 
import of minerals, and the avoidance of 
trade-diverting measures in regional eco- 
nomic arrangements, such as the Euro-

Trans World Airlines reports that it will 
operate its fast, long-range Jetstreams ex- 
clusively on all transatlantic and interna- 
tional passenger flights this winter. Super-

Sir William P. Hildred, director general 
if the International Air Transport Associa- 
tion, in his 1958 report on the world air 
transport system, said that the world's 
airlines are turning to turbine power be- 
cause it should lead to cheaper transpor- 
tation and expanded tourism. As compared 
with 1956, the airlines last year carried 
13° more passengers and performed j 
passengers kilometers, 11% 
cargo carriage, and 7% more mail ton 
ometers. There was a 2.4% operating profit 
on revenues of $3.51 billion. Sir William 
pointed out that the airlines now have on 
order almost 900 new jets and propjets 
representing an investment approaching $3 
billion. He urged greater attention to the 
development of cargo traffic, because many 
piston-engined aircraft now carrying pas 
sengers and fill-in cargo will be put over 
to all-cargo service when the jets replace 
them. The Director General predicted that 
“tomorrow there will be a flood of cargo 
space and air cargo will have to be con- 
sidered as a traffic which must stand on 
its own feet and earn its own way.”

GENERAL DEVELOPMENTS 


GENERAL AGREEMENT ON TARIFFS AND TRADE—The 13th Session of the Gen- 
eral Agreement on Ts riffs and Trade (GATT) is now being held in Geneva, Switzerland 
Parti ipating in this session are the United States and the 36 other countries which are 
contracting pa es to the GATT. From the point of view of American importers, the 
most important question which will be decided at this session is the time and place for 
holding the proposed ne gotiations for further reductions in duties and other trade bar- 
riers. The United States is proposing that these negotiations open under the auspices of 
the GATT in the summer of 1960 so that they may be concluded, and put into effect by 
the United States, before June 30, 1962, when the authority of the President under the 
Trade Agreements Extension Act of 1958 expires. 


ANTIDUMPING ACT.—The Treasury Department is in the process of amending the 
sections of the Customs Regulations relating to the Antidumping Act in order to make 
them conform with the amendments to that Act in Public Law 85-630. One proposed 
amendment provides that when sales in the country of exportation are so small in rela- 
tion to sales to countries other than the United States, then sales to such third countries 
will be used for comparison with sales to the United States. At present, a weighted 
average of home markct sales and sales to third countries is taken for such comparison 
Another proposed change is that reasonable adjustments be made for any differences 
in quantities and circumstances of sale, whereas the sresent regulations state that “an 
allowance may be made” for such differences. 


NOTICES UNDER SECTION 201 (b), ANTIDUMPING ACT —In accordance with the 
new requirement in section 201 (b) of the Antidumping Act, the Bureau of Customs has 
published the following notices of suspicion of dumping: Homatropine methyl bromide and 
homatroepine hydrobromide from West Germany; monosodium glutamate from Japan; 
rayon staple fiber from France; and rayon staple fiber from Cuba. Customs officers are 
withholding appraisement of entries of the above commodities from the countries 


mentioned. 


TREASURY DEPARTMENT FINDINGS—Since the new requirements in section 201 
(a) of the Antidumping Act became effective, the Treasury Department has published 
four findings after investigating complaints of dumping. In all four cases, the Treasury 
found that the articles involved were not being sold in the United States at less than 
fair value. These negative findings were made in the case of the following complaints: (1) 
Aluminum foil from Norway, Denmark, Mexico, South America, South Africa, Philippines, 
Australia, Formosa, Japan, Canada, Sweden, Netherlands, Italy; (2) Unlined linen fire 
hose from one firm in the United Kingdom; (3) Canned pink salmon from Canada; and 
(4) “Colibri” cigarette lighters made by one firm in West Germany. 


BUREAU OF CUSTOMS FEES—The Bureau of Customs has increased the fee which 
collectors of customs may assess for cancelling a bond for the nonproduction of missing 
documents, including special customs and commercial invoices, from $10 to $25. In 
addition, effective November 18, 1958, the fee for recording trademarks, trade names and 
copyrights will be increased from $25 to $75.

of origin issued by the Department of Commerce and Industry of the Government of 
Hiong Kong. The two articles mentioned above supersede the hardweed furniture and 
joss candles which have been on the list of articles for importation from Hong Kong 
under the certificate of origin procedure since 1953 

TEXTILE FIBER PRODUCTS IDENTIFICATION ACT—Public Law 85-897, the “Tex 
tile Fiber Products Identification Act,” which was approved in the closing days of the 
s5th Congress, becomes effective March 3, 1960. 

PER CAPITA TABULATION OF U. 8S. EXPORTS AND IMPORTS—As in previous years 
the National Council of American Importers has vrepared a “per capita” tabulation of 
United States exports and imports by countries for the year 1957, with the comparative 
per capita equivalents for 1956 and 1957. Countries to which we export less than $15,000,- 
000 have not been included. (Available upon request.)

The 11 member ports of the 
Association of Port Authorities, in a 
effort to reduce rate deficiencies, have 
voted to increase wharfage, dockage and 
wharf demurrage and storage charges In 
announcing the decision, John F. Bate, as- 
sociation president, said “Sheer fiscal 
necessity dictated the increases, in view 
of the fact that an extensive survey has 
revealed an 86% deficiency in these port 
charges.” The new rates, to become effec- 
tive in about three months, will incorpo- 
rate increases of 10¢ a ton on general 
cargo wharfage, 25% on dockage and 10% 
on wharf demurrage and storage. They 
are expected to augment the port's aggre- 
gate income by about $1,000,000 a year.

NEW LIST OF INDEPENDENT FORWARDERS AVAILABLE 
DEMAND REACHES ALL-TIME HIGH 

Requests for the 8th Revised List of Independent Foreign Freight Forwarders Regis- 
tered with the Federal Maritime Board under General Order No. 72, have reached a new 
high according to a statement from Martin A. Kerner, president of the Customs Brokers & 
Forwarders Association of America, Inc. The list, which has been distributed by the 
CBFAA annually for the past nine years, contains numerous additions, changes, and 
deletions, making it fully up-to-date 

The CBFAA directory is the only one of its kind, its editors having weeded out 
common carriers, manufacturers, exporters, export traders, manufacturer's agents, resi- 
dent buyers, commission merchants, and other trade categories not exclusively concerned 
with freight forwarding activities. It was pointed out by Mr. Kerner that practically 
everyone who in any manner does forwarding is registered under General Order 72, and 
has received a Federal Maritime Board number. This procedure includes many firms 
with a direct interest in the merchandise transported. 

The CBFAA list, Kerner asserted, confines itself to professional, independent foreign 
freight forwarders, who present no danger to the exporter, who otherwise might inno- 
cently select a competitor to perform his forwarding The CBFAA is continuing its 
efforts to present to the foreign traders a clear picture of the difference between the

FEDERAL MARITIME BOARD HEARINGS 

After more than three weeks of hearings, the Federal Maritims joard has just 
completed its case. They were trying to establish 7 

1. That forwarders overcharge their clients on cartage and insurance 

2. The existence of dummy forwarders 

3. That forwarders collect unearned brokerage 

4. That forwaiders serve shippers without charge in order to get brokerage 

5. That forwarders do not “secure” the cargo 

6. That the services of forwarders are for the shipper and not the carrier 

The tactic appears to be that they select as witnesses “fringe forwarders” who 
either indulge, or may be presumed to indulge, in admittedly improper practices, and 
then to assert that the whole industry is just as guilty as these witnesses 

Fortunately, the F.M.B. did call two witnesses who are really well qualified and 
did a good job for the industry These were John L tossi, Manager of International 
Expediters, Inc., and William I. Freedman, President of Freedman & Slater, In 

The forwarding industry is represented by jenjamin M. Altschuler of our Asso- 
iation, Gerald Ullman of the New York Foreign Freight Forwarders & Brokers Asso- 
ciation, Inc., and J. Richard Townsend of the Pacific Coast Association These three 
attorneys, working together in close cooperation, are doing a wonderful job of pro- 
tecting the industry, not only by brilliant cross-examination, but also by obtaining 
every possible technical and legal advantage 

Now that the Government case is completed, the industry will present forwarder 
shipper and carrier witnesses to support the forwarders’ case 

When hearings are finished at New York, it is expected that further hearings will 
be held at San Francisco and New Orleans

PROMOTING SPECIFIC INTERESTS OF INDIVIDUAL U. S. COMPANIES 
IN COUNTRIES VISITED BY TRADE MISSIONS 

1. Invitation te U, S. Companies Interested in Developing Foreign Business. The 
Bureau of Foreign Commerce invites U. S. business firms to supply information regard- 
ing their interest in developing business relationships with countries to be visited by 
Trade Mission either through direct investment of capital equipment, know how, or 
licensing of U. S. patents or processes for production abroad, as well as through pur- 
chase of foreign supplies or services 

Trade M ions can be of personal help in developing potentially profitable con- 
tacts for the U. S. company by carrying this information direct to interested foreign 
businessmen 

2. Possible Advantages of this Service. Since the U. 8S. Trade Mission is composed 
mostly of U. S. businessmen (who donate their time as a public service), it offers U. S 
companies the advantage of being represented abroad by additional competent Com- 
mercial Attaches who work in conjunction with our regular Commercial Attache and 
permanent Embassy and Consular Staffs in the country concerned (and under the same 
rules). 

With arrangements made for them by our regular U. 8S. Government representa- 
tives abroad, and operating usually under foreign government and business sponsor- 
ship, Trade Missions achieve considerable prestige and publicity. They thus meet and 
talk with a large number of foreign business executives under the most friendly and 
favorable circumstances. 

When it is made known through these means that some American companies have 
requested the Trade Mission to look for certain specific types of connections in certain 
lines, the Mission’s publicity and operations provide a way of making this widely known 
and attracting potentially interested foreign companies for discussion with the Mission. 

Business members, assisted by government staff, of Trade Missions are qualified 
for practical business discussions of the foreign firms’ interest and potential qualifica- 
tions as a contact, and the methods and steps, if any, which should be pursued in con- 
tacting the U. 8S. company (ies) 

3. Information Required from U. S. Companies. To implement this service, the 
Trade Mission members must have specific information as to the type of business trans- 
action, product or service in which the U. S. company is potentially interested, together 
with any available and pertinent company literature, such as catalogs, product descrip- 
tions, brochures on the company’s organization and background, etc. 

4. Disposition and Handling of Responses. Responses received, in triplicate, should 
be forwarded to the Trade Missions Division, Office of Trade Promotion, U. S. Depart- 
ment of Commerce, Washington 25, D. C. These responses, including a_ copy of the 
original letter together with a summarization, catalog, brochures, and other pertinent 
material, will be forwarded to the Trade Mission Leader for use by the Mission members.

5. Obtaining Expressions of Interest from U. 8S. Companies. The Trade, Missions 
Division wishes to use every facility to invite these statements of the specific interests 
of American firms In addition to the referenced Foreign Commerce Weekly article 
the Office of International Trade Fairs has written its contributors to the U. 8S olo 
exhibit in India, and certain Commodity Divisions of the Business and Defense Services 
Administration have written members of pertinent industries, trade journals and trade 
associations, particularly in the metalworking fields 

6. Discretion and Selectivity Essential. The objective in offering these Trade Mis- 
sions services to U. S. businessmen is the development of specific trading opportunities 
to further the interests of U. 8S. firms and encourage private enterprise assistance in 
the development of industry and trade in the foreign country. The Trade Mission can 
only accomplish these objectives by working on behalf of U. S. companies who have a 
genuine interest and bona fide desire and ability to do business 

It is hoped that we can succeed in encouraging only bona fide foreign companies 
to write to U. S. firms and that, for good will reasons, American companies will grant 
them the courtesy of a reply even though the reply is negative 

American companies should follow their usual commercial practice of investigating 
the bonafides of foreign companies contacting them as result of this service (Trade 
Missions will encourage foreign inquirers abroad to file WTD reports).

U. S. FOREIGN TRADE PROSPECTS BRIGHTEN FOR MOST COUNTRIES 

The slowdown in U. S. trade with major world areas in the first half of 1958 appears 
to be leveling off and some pickup may be expected by the end of this year. 

According to a global survey of some 45 countries, U. S. trade with the 20 Latin 
American Republics may be headed for the highest level of any year except 1957, 
despite serious weaknesses in some countries. 

In Western Europe, moderate economic expansion, favorable trade balances and 
strong consumer demand point toward some increase in imports from the United States, 
while the region's exports to this country, which have shown little decline from those 
of 1957, are expected to hold steady. 

A further decline in trade between the United States and the Far East is expected 
for the second half of this year, but no major slump is envisaged and an upturn is in 
sight for the first quarter of next year. Prospects for improvement in trade with the 
Near East are good. Within the overall picture, however, trade positions of individual 
countries show varying trends.

Since these regulations were promulgated many years ago, the 
value of imported merchandise for which a special customs or commercial invoice is 
required to be furnished has been raised from $100 to $500. Also the cost of processing 
these and other cases involving the missing documents has increased. It is therefore 
deemed advisable to raise the amount which collectors may accept in settlement of 
cases involving such missing documents.

CANE OR REED—STICKS IN THE ROUGH 

In the case of J. E. Bernard & Company, Ine. v. United States the United States 
Customs Court held in a decision published as C. D. 2011 (93 Treas. Dec. (No. 27) 21) 
that certain sticks cut from a hollow reed (Arundo donax) are classifiable under para- 
graph 1806, Tariff Act of 1930, as sticks of other woods, not specially provided for, in 
the rough, and not under paragraph 405, as wood unmanufactured, not specially pro- 
vided for, as classified by the collector. 

As it is believed that evidence can now be obtained to support the Government’s 
position, it is proposed to retry the issue involved. 

Accordingly, you are instructed to limit the application of C. D. 2011 to the impor- 
tation involved in that case.

By virtue of the authority vested in me by Reorganization Plan No. 26 of 1950 (3 
CFR, 1950 Supp., Ch. II) there is hereby transferred from the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue and delegated to the Commissioner of Customs the function, authorized by 
section 313 (d) of the Tariff Act of 1930, as amended (19 U. 8S. C. 1313 (d)), of allowing the 
drawback of an amount equal to the internal revenue tax found to have been paid on 
domestic alcohol used in the manufacture or production in the United States of flavoring 
extracts and medicinal or toilet preparations (including perfumery) that have been 
exported 

The function herein transferred and delegated may be delegated by the Commissioner 
of Customs to other officers or employees of the Customs Service in such manner as the 
Commissioner shall direct. This Order shall be effective January 1, 1959. 


SALT BRINE 

On February 10, 1958, pursuant to the provisions of section 516 (b), Tariff Act of 
1930, as amended, the International Salt Company, Inc., Scranton, Pennsylvania, an 
American producer of salt brine, was informed that it is the practice to classify salt 
brine under paragraph 1558, Tariff Act of 1930, as a nonenumerated manufactured article 
dutiable at the rate of 10% ad valorem under that paragraph, as modified. 

In a complaint received May 9%, 1958, the domestic producer has taken exception to 
this practice and contends that salt brine should be dutiable, either directly or by virtue 
of the similitude clause in paragraph 1559 (a) of the tariff act, as amended, at the rate 
of 1.7 cents per 100 pounds under paragraph 81 of the tariff act, as modified, as sodium 
chloride or salt in bulk 

After a full consideration of these exceptions, the Bureau remains of the opinion that 
the practice of classifying salt brine under paragraph 1558, Tariff Act of 1930, as a non- 
enumerated manufactured article is correct. The decision of the 3oard of General 
Appraisers, now the United States Customs Court, published as Abstract No. 4439 in 
Treasury Decision 25991 (1905) (9 Treas. Dec. 90), holding that certain salt brine was 
properly classifiable as an unenumerated manufactured article appears to support the 
practice and this decision. 

in accordance with the provisions of section 516 (b), Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, 
notice is hereby given that the International Salt Company, Inc., has given the notice 
contemplated by the statute that it desires to protest this classification of such mer- 
chandis¢ However, under section 516 (b), as amended, the practice will be continued 
so lone as no decision of the United States Customs Court or the United States Court of 
Customs and Patent Appeals not in harmony with this decision is published.

purposes, except illustrations of stamps and paper money in philatelic or 
numismatic advertising of legitimate numismatists and dealers in stamps or 
publishers of or dealers in philatelic or numismatic articles, books, journals, 
newspapers, or albums).

required unless the name of a city or country or indicia appe aring on the container may 
result in confusion as to the name of the country of origin of the imported article or

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ABSOLUTE IMPORT QUOTAS ON UNMANUFACTURED LEAD AND ZINC 


Presidential Proclamation No. 3257 of September 22, 1958, modifies, effective October 
1, 1958, item 391, the first item 392, item 393, and item 394, Part I, Schedule XX, of the 
General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade, as supplemented (T.Ds. 51802 and 52 
establishing, with certain exceptions, absolute quota restrictions on imports 
sumption under each of these items for the 3-month period beginning October 1, 
for each quarterly period thereafter beginning January 1, April 1, July 1, and October 1, 
in subsequent years. The quotas are absolute, that is entries and withdrawals in any 
quarter may not exceed the amount fixed for that quarter. [T.D. 54705.]

These quota restrictions do not apply to articles exported to the United States prior 
to September 22, 1958, the date of the President's proclamation. 


PHILIPPINES, U. 8S. TO DOUBLE TARIFFS JAN. I

CAST anon WING NUTS—CHANGE OF TARIFF CLASSIFICATION 


The Bureau of C istoms published a notice in the “Federal Register” dated August 20, 
1958, that the tarif lassification of certain wing nuts was under review. The Bureau by 
its letter to the collector of customs at New York, New York, dated November 4, 1958, 
ruled that cast iron wing nuts made of non-malleable iron are properly classifiable as 
castings wholly of cast iron, including all castings of iron which have been machined, but 
not made up into articles, or parts thereof, or finished machine narts, under paragraph 327, 
Tariff Act of 1930, and dutiable at the rate of 5 per centum ad valorem under that para- 
graph, as modified 

The Bureau further ruled that cast iron wing nuts made of malleable iron are 
properly classifiable as nuts, of which metal is the component material of chief value, 
not specially provided for, not plated with platinum, gold, or silver, and not colored with 
gold lacquer, under paragraph 397 of the tariff act, as modified, and dutiable at the rate 
of 19 per centum ad valorem if having holes or threads over 24/100 inch in diameter, or 
at the rate of 22% per centum ad valorem if having holes or threads not over 24/100 inch 
in diameter 

n the belief that imported iron wing nuts were made of wrought iron it became 
the practice of customs officers to classify such merchandise as nuts of wrought iron 
or steel under paragraph 330, Tariff Act of 1930, and dutiable at the rate of .3 cents 
per pound under that paragraph, as modified 

It is now recognized that many iron wing nuts are made of cast non-malleable iron 
and cast malleable iron and properly classifiable under paragraph 327 or 397 of. the 
tariff act, as indicated above 

As this ruling will result in the assessment of duty at a higher rate than has 
heretofore been assessed under at uniform practice, it shall be applied to such or similar 
merchandise only when entered, or withdrawn from warehouse, for consumption after 
90 days after the date of publication of an abstract of this decision in the weekly 
Treasury Decisions

Abrasive stones, flexible, in the form of wheels, sponges, and rectangular blocks, 
composed of abrasive grains (carborundum, garnet, silicate, or aluminum oxide) and syn 
thetic resin of the polyvinyl alcohol type, the synthetic resin serving as chief binding 
agent, classifiable under par. 1539 (b) as manufactures in c.v. of a product of which a 
synthetic resin or resin-like substance is the chief binding agent. [T.D. 54711 (2).] 

Anti-foum agent (PAS-55), an aqueous emulsion consisting of an ester condensation 
product of polymerized ethylene oxide with fatty acid and a small amount of free fatty 
acids, classifiable as a mixture in c.v. of ester of polymerized ethylene oxide under par. 
2. (T.D. 54698 (7).] 

Artichoke hearts, frozen, which are trimmed, quartered, blanched, and have citric acid 
added to them, classifiable as vegetables cut, sliced, or reduced in size under par. 775 
[T.D. 54698 (S8).] 

Ash tray metal er plastic, consisting of detachable cellular insert, designed to extin- 
guish cigarettes, which fits into an open-top container, classifiable as a smoker's article, 
n.s.p.f. of whatever material composed, except china, porcelain, parian, bisque, earthen- 
ware, or stoneware, under par. 1552. ([T.D. 54717 (7).] 

Baby identification outfit, entirety.—A baby identification outfit used in hospitals 
and consisting of pink and blue porcelain beads, lettered plastic beads, thread com- 
posed of three yarns of flax twisted together, and scissors, used to make identitica- 
tion necklaces for newborn infants; brass key rings; blank forms, with the word 
“name,” “sex,” “date,” and “weight” printed thereon, transparent vinyl envelopes, 
used to identify infants’ cribs; and a compartmented steel box used as a container for 
the foregoing articles, are not classifiable as an entirety. The items are classifiable 
separately as follows: the pink porcelain beads as beads, n.s.p.f., under par 1503; the 
blue porcelain beads as beuds in imitation of semi-precious stones under par. 1503; the 
lettered beads made of plastic not containing filler material are dutiable at the rate 
applicable to colored glass articles under par. 218(f), but if the beads are made of a 
piastic containing a iiller they are classifiable as a manufacture wholly or in c.v. of 
any product of which any synthetic resin or resin-like substance is the chief binding 
agent under par. 1539(b). The flax thread is classifiable as threads composed of two or 
more yarns of flax twisted together, wholly or in c.v. of flax, under par. 1004(b); the 
scissors are classifiable as such under par. 357; the brass key rings as articles, n.s.p.f., 
partly or wholly manufactured, in c.v. of brass under par. 397; the blank forms 
as other manufactures of paper, n.s.p.f., under par. 1413. The transparent vinyl envelope 
is dutiable at the rate applicable to articles in c.v. of transparent sheets of cellulose, 
not acetate, not over .003 inch thick, under par. 31(b); and the compartmented steel box 
as an article, n.s.p.f., partly or wholly manufactured, in c.v. of steel, under par. 397. 
{T.D. 54711 (3).] 

Baskets, willow, miniature, chiefly used for the amusement of children, classifiable 
as toys, n.s.p.f., under par. 1513. [T.D. 54688 (9).] 

“Bean snivper pocket.” an integral part of an electrically operated machine that 
removes stems and blossoms from string beans in preparation for canning, which part is 
composed of a synthetic resin not containing a filler material and replaces a part for- 
merly made ot brass, dutiable at the rate applicable to parts, n.s.p.f., in c.v. of. metal, 
of articles containing as an essential feature an electrical element or device under par.

353: but, if the casting is 
designed and used «¢ y as a name plate base and has primarily a decorative function, 
classifiable as an article, n.s.p.f., manufactured, in c.v. of metal, under par. 397. [T.D. 
54717 (30).] 

Hardbeard, pproximately % inch thick, coated on one side with a thin layer of 
synthetic resin (melamine-formaldehyde type) containing a filler material, which in 
turn is coated witl layer of enamel paint, if in c.v. of hardboard. is classifiable as a 
manufacture of pulp, ns.p.f., under par. 1403; but if in c.v. of the melamine sheet, classi- 
fiable as a manufacture wholly or in c.v. of any product of which any synthetic resin is 
the chief binding agent under par. 1539 (b). [T.D. 54711 (17).] 

Hats, straw, called “Gondolier” or “Gaucho,” having reasonably low crowns, about 
3% inches or less: a flat or rolled brim approximately 3 inches wide: trimmed with satin 
ribbon or fancy cotton print for bands and worn for dress wear, classifiable as hats in 
c.v. of palm leaf, blocked, not sewed, under par. 1504 (b) (3). [T.D. 54698 (23).] 

Heads, shrunken, rubber.—Novelty imitation shrunken heads in c.v. of natural rubber 
containing 10% carbon black by weight, classifiable as manufactures in c.v. of india 
rubber, n.s.p.f., under par. 1537 (b), rather than as articles in part of carbon under par. 
216. (T.D. 54698 (24).] 

Heaters, induction, “Radyne,” 9 15, and 25 KW, in c.v. of metal, used for brazing, 
local hardening, soldering, annealing, melting and vacuum work, classifiable as articles 
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having as an essential feature an electrical element or device, such as heaters, under 
par. 353 and subject to any applicable import tax on copper specified in section 4541 
{(T.D. 54717 (31).] 

Heaters, recirealatory, for trucks, consisting of an electric motor, core, and fan, 
each enclosed in a metal housing, and using hot water as the source of heat, classifiable 
as an article, n.s.p.f., wholly or in c.v. of metal, having as an essential feature or device 
an electrical element, under par. 353, and not as parts of automobile trucks under par 
369 (c). [T.D. 54711 ¢18).] 

Indium antimonide, an intermetallic compound in ingot form, classified as an article, 
n.s.p.f., manufactured, of metal under par. 397. (T.D. 54711 (19).] 

Innersoles, polyethylene, conforming to the shape of the foot, containing no filler, a 
thin fabric adhering to the lower or underside of the innersole, if in c.v. of polyethylene, 
dutiable at the rate applicable to sole leather made from hides or skins of cattle of the 
bovine species, wholly manufactured into innersoles, under par. 1530 (b). [T.D. 54711 (20).] 

Insignia, worn as blazer crest by members of church, athletic, or fraternal groups 
in c.v. of bullion, classifiable as ornaments in c.v. of bullion under par. 1529 (a). [T.D. 
54717 (32).] 

Insulin in form of zinc-insulin crystals obtained from an animal source as a hydro- 
chloride through use of an acid solvent and finally purified in the form of crystals 
through combination with zinc classified not as a natural uncompounded inedible drug 
of animal or vegetable crigin, under par. 34, but classified as a chemical compound 
n.s.p.f. under par. 5. [T.D. 54717 (33).) 

Kiln, parts of.—A rotary cement kiln shell measuring 460 feet long, with diameters 
of 16 feet 6 inches at each end and 15 feet in center, classifiable as parts of articles 
having as an essential feature an electrical element or device, under par. 353 if the 
complete kiln contains such an element or device: otherwise as parts of machines, n.s.p.f., 
under par. 372. [T.D. 54717 (34).] 

Kit, electronic, consisting of antenna coils, rotating condenser, spark inductor, flat 
coil resistor, brass bracket (sending key), and current indicator, used to instruct students 
in electronics, classifiable as articles, suitable for controlling, distributing, modifying 
or rectifying electrical energy, finished or unfinished, wholly or in c.v. of metal and 
n.s.pf., under par. 353. [T.D. 54717 (35).1 

Kyanite concentrates obtained by flotation process, either containing garnet, or with 
the garnet removed by crushing or screening before concentration, classifiable as a 
mineral, erude or not advanced in condition or value by grinding, refining, or other 
process of manufacture n.s.p.f. under par 1719. Garnet removed from kyanite ore by 
crushing and screening, but not further processed, classifiable as precious stones, rough 

r uncut, not advanced in condition or value from their natural state, under par. 1668 
IT.D. 54698 (25). 

Leather, horsehide, suitable for garments, is classifiable under par. 1530 (c) as 
garment or glove leather, made from skins other than cattle, lamb, sheep, pig, or reptile 
skins. (T.D. 54717 (26).] 


Liferafts—Vesseis—Motor boats.—Liferafts of various sizes, designed to float in the 


icinity of an abandoned vessel until rescuers arrive, accommodating from 4 to 25 
persons, according to size of ratt, and consisting of rubber tubing sides fashioned in 
elliptical shape to a flat, patented “no-drift’ bottom, with canvas top, a light, and a 
rescue line, classifiable under par. 1537 (b), if in ec.v. of natural rubber, as manufactures 
in ec.v. of india rubber, n.s.p.f. The rafts, not being designed for substantial use as a 
means of transportation on water, are not vessels for tariff purposes and are not motor 
boats as defined in par. 370. [T.D. 54717 (37).] 

Lindane, imported for use in making agricultural insecticide, classified under par 
27 (a) (3) (5) as a product, by whatever name known, which is similar to any of the 
products provided for in par. 27 or in par. 1651, and which is obtained, derived, or manu- 
factured in whole or in part, from any product provided for in either of those pars. and 
is not classifiable as an agricultural implement under par. 1604. [T.D. 54711 (21).1 

Luggenge, plastic.--Traveling cases in c.v. of polyvinyl chloride type plastic con- 
taining a filler material, classifiable as a manufacture in c.v. of any product of which 
any synthetic resin or resin-like substance is the chief binding agent under par. 1539 
(b). ([T.D. 54711 (22).] 

Lumber, edge-glued “vertical grain.”—Flat grain lumber sawed into pieces 2” x 2 
x 10’ long, turned over to produce vertical grain on the face, 3 pieces glued together 
(2 glue lines) to form a single piece 2” x 6” x 10’ long, such material being known in 
the trade as lumber when of one-piece material, is classifiable under par. 401, 404, or 
1803 (1) and subject to the import taxes provided for in section 4551. [T.D. 54717 (38).] 

Lure, fishing, called a “wobbler,” having a body resembling a bait fish, 4% inches 
long, to which are attached two treble hooks and a ring, classifiable as artificial bait, 
finished or unfinished, n.s.p.f.. under par. 1535. [T.D. 54698 (26).1 

Machine, high frequency spark discharge, used to cut, drill, grind, etc., metal classi- 
fiable as a machine tool under par. 372. [T.D. 54711 (23).] 

Magnesium silicofluoride used for moth-proofing classified as a chemical compound 
chiefly used as an assistant in preparing and finishing textiles under par. 5. [T.D. 54707 
(20).] 
Microtomes, cold, in c.v. of metal and chiefly used in laboratories for research and 
scientific study, classifiable as scientific and laboratory apparatus under par. 360. [T.D. 
54698 (27).] 

Mink tall, dressed; articles made fre mink tails.—Dressed mink tail classifiable as 
dressed mink fur under par. 1519 (a). Tie-on articles of wearing apparel in c.v. of mink 
tails classifiable as wearing apparel in c.v. of fur under par 519 (e). Bracelet and brooch 
made of mink tails and base metal classifiable under par. 1527 (a) (2) as jewelry, the metal 
part of which is not in c.v. of gold or platinum and not in c.v. of silver. [T.D. 54698 (28).] 

Mixed feeds for livestock feeding containing grain or grain products mixed with 
molasses and other feedstuffs classifiable as mixed feeds consisting of a mixture of 
grains or grain product with oil cake oil-cake meal, molasses or other feedstuffs, 
under par. 730 Mixed feeds containine cotton bolly hulls (cottonseed hulls) mixed 
with molasses and other feedstuffs other than grains or grain products. are dutiable at 
the rate applicable to mixed feeds under var. 730, if they are comparable in use thereto, 
by similitude (par. 1559 (a); and classifiable as articles manufactured, in whole or in 
part, n.s.p.f., under par. 1558, if not comparable in use to those mixed feeds. Mixed feeds 
ip c.v. of molasses in liquid form containing non-sugar solids equal to not over 6% of 
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the total soluble sclids are also subject to an import tax on the total sugars therein 
under section 4501 (b). [T.D. 54698 (29).] 

Moistener, finger, trademarked “Clean,” made of synthetic resin of the polystyrens 
type not containing a filler material, chiefly used as a finger moistener, is classifiable as 
an article, wholly or partly manufactured, n.s.p.f., under par. 1558, not being similar in 
use to any enumerated dutiable article. [T.D. 54717 (398).] 

Money clip, knife, and nail file, combination, consisting of metal body, approximately 
2 inches long and 1 inch wide, with folding knife blade along one edge, folding nail file 
along opposite edge, and clip for holding paper money on the back, classifiable as a 
knife with folding blade or other attachments under par. 354. [T.D. 54698 (30).] 

Needle patch, consisting of 10 hand-sewing needles stuck to a piece of paper, classi- 
able as needles, hand-sewing under par. 1724. [T.D. 54707 (21).] 

Nolarfolls, used in photo-engraving, consisting of a sneet composed of a colored 
synthetic resin, polyvinyl chloride type, containing a filler, classifiable as manufactures 
of any proéuct of which any synthetic resin or resin-like substance is the chief binding 
agent under par. 1539 (b). (T.D. 54711 (24).] 

Nutrunners, multiple, air operated, in c.v. of metal, used to perform a multiple tight- 
ening of nuts in one operation, classifiable as a machine, n.s.p.f., under par. 372. [(T.D. 
54707 (22).] 

Ornaments, for straw beach hats, consisting of small net ornaments and small cir- 
cular shaped articles made of looped synthetic textile threads resembling flowers, etc., 
classifiable as ornaments under par. 1529 (a). {T.D. 54707 (23).] 

Pamphlets containing text and illustrative material relating to art exhibits, which 
are for free distribution to art gallery visitors, are classifiable as pamphlets under par. 
1419 r.D. 54698 (31).] 

Paper, crepe, gummed, when valued not over i2% cents per pound, classifiable under 
par. 1405 as gummed paper, n.s.p.f., but when valued over 12% cents per pound dutiable 
by virtue of the first provisio in par. 1404 at the rate applicable under that par. to crepe 
paper valued over 12%4 cents per pound. [T.D. 54698 (32).] 

Paper, filter, ten bags; paper, filter, vacuum.—White filter paper weighing less than 
six pounds per ream ot 288,000 square inches, not commercially known as filter paper, 
used for tea bags, classifiable as paper similar to tissue paper weighing not over six 
pounds per ream under par. 1404. Colored vacuum filter paper treated with melamine 
resin and used in a vacuum cleaner, classifiable as paper, n.s.p.f., under par. 1404. [T.D. 
54717 (40).] 

Paper, grease-proof.—Vegetable parchment coated on one side with a polyethylene 
film, classified as a grease-proof paper, n.s.p.f., under par. 1405. (T.D. 54711 (25).] 

Paper, wrapping.—White bleached waxing stock composed of 30% sulphate and 70% 
sulphite, classifiablc as wrapping paper, n.s.p.f., under par. 1409. [T.D. 54717 (41).] 

Pistols, air or gas operoted; rifles, gas operated (carbon dioxide type, ete.)—Air or 
gas operated pistols classifiable as machines, n.s.p.f., under par. 372. Gas operated rifles 
of the carbon dioxide type classifiable as air rifles under par 1513 of the tariff act. 
{T.D. 54698 (33).] 

Plastic sheeting, polyvinyl chloride, in transparent, clear or colored, of various thick- 
nesses from 0.3 mm to 1.9? mm, containing no filler, dutiable at the rate applicable to 
manufacturers of india rubber under par. 1537 (b). [T.D. 54711 (26).] 

Posteards, musical record.—Post cards having a musical record of a Christmas carol 
impressed on face and printing of the Christmas greeting and other printing by the 
letter process, with ruled lines for mailing, are classifiable as post cards, printed other- 
wise than by lithographic process under par. 1410 [T.D. 54717 (42).] 

Potato chips, classifiable as vegetables, cut, sliced, or otherwise reduced in size or 
prepared or preserved, under par. 5. [T.D. 54698 (24).] 

Protector, face. plastic, in c.v methyl methacrylate containing no filler material 
and designed primarily for goal tenders in ice hockey, which does not resemble in use 
any dutiable enumerated article, classifiable as a nonenumerated manufactured article 
under par. 1558. [T.D. 54688 (35).] 

Rates of import tax on copper and articles containing copper.—Copper tax imposed 
under section 4541 not applicable to scrap brass and scrap copper of the manufacture 
or production of Guam entitled to free entry under section 301 upon compliance with 
that statute and the regulations thereunder. [T.D. 54698 (36).] 

Rattan core and rattan peel articles.——_Large hollow bottle-shaped articles woven from 
rattan core and rattan peel and containing no unpeeled rattan, classifiable as manufac- 
tures of wood, n.s.p.f., under par. 412. [T.D. 54717 (43).] 

Relay, miniature, eight reed control, in c.v. of metal and used in remote radio con- 
trolling, classifiable as switches under par. 353. [T.D. 54711 (27).] 

Rig, line, fishing, consisting of a leng of nvion fishing line equipped with a lead 
sinker, a fioat ind a fish hook, and mounted on a cardboard, considered an entirety 
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classifiable as other fishing tackle, n.s.p.f., under par. 1535. [T.D. 54717 (44).] 

Rings, entirely of semi-precious stone, classifiable as jewelry if valued over 20 cents 

per dozen pieces, under par. 1527 (a) (2). [T.D. 54717 (45).] 
: Rugs, oval, fabricated by coiling and stitching into rug sizes cords approximately ‘ 
inch in width and % inch in thickness formed by intertwining 3 series of yarns around 
and between a double core or filler forming a braid, classifiable as articles in part of 
braid not suitable for making or ornamenting bonnets, hats, or hoods under par. 1529 (a) 
[T.D. 54698 (37).] 

Rulers, plastic, indicating inches along one edge and millimeters along the other 
edge, composed of polystyrene containing no filler material, dutiable at the rate applica 
ble to manufactures of cellulose acetate, n.s.p.f., under par. 31 (a) (2). [T.D. 54711 (29).] 

Ruler; protractor; compass.—Metal ruler six inches in length classifiable as a rule 
wholly or in c.v. of metal, n.s.p.f., under par. 396. Metal protractor classifiable as a 
mathematical instrument wholly or in c.v. of metal under par. 360. Metal compass, with 
point on one arm and pencil holder on other arm, classifiable as a drawing instrument, 
wholly or in c.v. of metal under par. 360. [T.D. 54711 (28).1! 

Salt, rock, bulk, treated with 1/16 pound of ammonium ferrocyanide per ton of 
salt or with % pound ot sodium ferrocyanide per ton of salt solely for the purpose of 
preventing the salt from caking, classifiable under par. 81 as sodium chloride in bulk. 
(T.D. 54717 (46).] 

Saws, nest or set of; entireties; combination articies.—Saws consisting of five blades 
and common handle, classifiable under par. 340 as five saws. In determining whether the 
value of the saws is cver five cents each, the value of the handle is added only to the 
principal blade, such blade and the handle being a tariff entity. The remaining blades 
are considered as separate tariff entities. [T.D. 54717 (47).] 

Seorer, golf, consisting of mechanical tally or counter and plastic straps. The tally 
or counter is classifiable under par. 372 as a machine, n.s.p.f. If the plastic straps contain 
filler material they are classifiable under par. 1539 (b) as manufactures wholly or in c.v. 
of a product of which a synthetic resin or resin-like substance is the chief binding 
agent. the plastic straps do not contain filler material they are dutiable by similitude 
(par of co leather straps under par. 1531. [T.D. 54711 (30).] 

Scourers, pan, nylon, consisting of a doughnut-shaped article approximately 3 
inches in outer diameter composed of knit nylon mesh, classifiable as a knit article 
wholly or in e.v. of rayon or other synthetic textile, under par. 1309. [T.D. 54688 (39).] 

Scrap, monel metal; import tax on copper and articles containing copper.—Monel metal 
scrap, composed of 65° nickel and 35% copper, and containing 4% or more of copper by 
weight, is provided for in section 4541 and therefore excluded from Public Law 869, as 
amended and extended to Public Law 85 453, T.D. 54623. [T.D. 54698 (40).] 

Screen, metallic, used as a filter in the Polaroid print copier, which consists of a copying 
or closeup lens, an illuminating device, and a housing or container, classifiable as frames 
and mountings for photographic lenses and parts, n.s.p.f.. under par. 228 (b). [T.D. 
54698 (41).] 

Screw driver, with metal shank and handle made of synthetic resin (acrylic type) 
containing no filler material, in c.v. of plastic, dutiable at the rate applicable to screw 
drivers in c.v. of metal, n.s.p.f., under par. 396. [T.D. 54698 (38).] 

Sculptures in metal, original, wrought by hand, in shapes or forms which may not 
depict definitely recognizable objects, but which are intended to give expression to various 
specified abstract original concepts of a recognized sculptor, and which are accepted as 
examples of modern art, are classifiable as original sculptures or statuary under par. 1807 
following the decision of the United States Customs Court in Brancusi v. United States, 54 
Treas. Dec. 428, T.D. 43062, and the exposition of that case in Ebeling & Reuss Co. \ 
United States, 93 Treas. Dec. No. 26, page 46, C.D. 2009. [T.D. 54698 (42).] 

Silicon, referred to as “elemental” or “hyperpure” silicon, not an alloy but an almost 
pure chemical element and as nearly pure silicon as it is commercially feasible to pro- 
duce, the impurities being generally measured in terms of billionths of the entire 
mass, classifiable under par. 5 as a chemical element, n.s.p.f., and not classifiable under 
par. 302 (i) as siliccn metal. The Summaries of Tariff Information, 1929 (page 611, indicate 
that the silicon metal provided for in par. 302 (i) is an alloy of silicon and iron running 
upwards from $0% silicon. {'T.D. 54707 (24).] 

Silicon, grown single-crystal, in ingot form, consisting of rods % inch to 14 inches 
in diameter and 1 inecn to 4 inches in length, containing trace quantities of arsensic, 
phosphorus, boron, oxygen, and other materials, classifiable as a chemical element, 
n.s.p.f., under par. 5. [T.D. 54711 (34).] 

Sheets, cork, natural, 4 inches in width and 12 inches in length, dutiable at the rate 
applicable to artificial, composition, or compressed cork not further advanced than blocks, 
planks, rods, slabs, sticks, or similar forms under par. 1511. [(T.D. 54711 (32).1 

Sheetings and tablecloths, consisting of rayon fabric coated with a linseed oil com- 
pound or with a vnolyvinyl chloride synthetic resin coating in which the synthetic resin 
is serving as chief bindng agent. The sheetings coated with the linseed oil compound 
are classifiable uncer par. $07 as oilcloth. The tablecloths coated with the linseed oil 
compound are, if in c.v. of rayon, classifiable under par. 1312 as manufactures in c.v. of 
rayon, n.s.p.f., or, if in c.v. of the linseed oil compound, dutiable by similitude (par. 1559 
(a)) at the rate applicable under par. 923 to manufactures in c.v. of cotton, n.s.p.f. The 
sheetings and tablecloths coated with polyvinyl! chloride synthetic resin are classifiable 
if in c.v. of the polyvinyl] chloride under par. 15 (b) as manufactures in c.v of a 
product of which a synthetic resin is the chief binding agent, or, if in c.v. of rayon, under 
par. 1312 as manufactures in c.v. of rayon, n.s.p.f. (T.D. 54711 (31).] 

Shrines, plastic, approximately 4% inches in height, depicting religious figures en- 
shrined in a plastic frame composed of a synthetic resin containing no organic filler, 
dutiable at the rate applicable to articles, n.s.p.f., in c.v. of cellulose acetate, under par 
31 (a) (2). (T.D. 54711 (33).] 

Sledges commercially known as double face blacksmiths’ sledges, cross pein black- 
smiths’ sledges, and straight pein blacksmiths’ sledges, classifiable under par. 326 as 
blacksmiths’ sledges. In these sledges the non-pein part of the head has an octagonal 
cross section and the diametrically opposite sides of the non-pein part of the head are in 
parallel planes. [T.D. 54717 (48).] 

Slide rules, circular, plastic.—Slide rules made up of two circular discs of different 
sizes, each made of synthetic resin containing no filler, with the smaller superimposed on 
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the larger and connected in the center by a metal clip which also contains a transparent 

bar, are dutiable at the rate applicable to slide rules wholly or in c.v. of synthetic resin 

under par. 360, and 1559 (a). (T.D. 54717 (49).] 

Spoons and trays, brass, ornamented with printing and figures stamped in the metal 
and having some enameled surface, are classifiable as brass flatware and household 
utensils, respectively under par. 339. In addition, subject to any applicable import tax 
on copper under section 4541. [T.D. 54717 (50).] 

Stained glass window, ventilator type.—A stained glass window in an aluminum sash 
which is instalied in an aluminum frame, having a pane of clear glass on the outside 
for the purpose of protecting the stained glass window, and a hinge arrangement for 
holding the sash in position when open for ventilation purposes, is classifiable as a stained 
glass window under par. 18106 if there is compliance with the requirements for free entry 
under that par The ventilator unit, not actually a part of the stained glass window, is 
separately classifiable. {T.D. 54711 (35).] 

Stone chips from a marble quarry, for use as terrazzo aggregates, also known as 
“granito” in the trade, not excluded from classification as marble chips or granito under 
par. 214 by reason oft hemical analysis showing composition to be calcium silicate 
containing iron. [T.D. 54711 (36).] 

Streamers, bicycle, consisting of steel springs attached to five polyvinyl strips con- 
taining no filler material, 4% inch in width and approximately 23 inches in length, classi- 
fiable either as a manufacture of steel, n.s.p.f., under par. 397 or as textile products 
made of band I trips (not exceeding one inch in width) of synthetic textile, n.s.p.f., 
under par. 1312, depending on the component material of c.v. of such articles. [T.D. 
546098 (43).] 

Strips, flat; shelves; castors; hinges; bin components; drawers, conveyor rollers; 
geared cutters; covers, plastic.—Flat strips in cold rolled steel shelves, castors, glazing 
strips, hinges, bin components, drawers, conveyor rollers with ball bearings, classifiable 
as article: n.s.p.f manufactured, in c.v. of steel under par 397 Geared cutter for 
shearing steel angle classifiable as a cutting tool of any kind containing over 0.2% 
of chromium, molybdenum, or chromium or over J f vanadium under par. 352. 
Plastic covers cont ng filler material classifiable : : factures in c.v. of any product 
of which syntheti resin « resin-like substance ¢ -f binding agent under par. 
1539 (b). [7.D. 54711 (38).] 

Strip, steel or alumin vinyl coated, varying from % to 16 inches in width, and .010 
to .040 inch in t nes f nished in coils, and supplied in a variety of colors and either 
plain, embossed, or grained to resemble leather, used as a material in the manufacture 
of such items as auto interior trim and dash boards, office equipment, household 
appliances, et ans ! v. of aluminum or steel able as articles n.s.p.f., manu- 
factured, in c.v. of st ior aluminum under par. 397 D. 54711 (37).1 

Switch, centrifugal mereury.—Speed detector and control device which utilizes the 
effect of centri orce cn mercury switches to control the speed of a motor which 


drives a hoist nd o permits using the motor in reverse as a governor or brake to 





control the descendin speed of the hoist, classifiable as a device, instrument, or mech- 
anism, intended « litable for controlling the speed of arbor disks, drums, or similar 
uses, under par. 368 (a). [T.D. 54717 (51).] 

Table, banquet, folding, consisting of a wooden top and steel legs, in c.v. of wood, 
classifiable as irni e, in c.v. of wood, n.s.p.f under par. 412 If the table is in c.v 


of steel, it is classifiable as an article manufactured, n.s.p.f., in c.v. of steel, under par. 
d (T.D. 54698 (44).] 

apes, insulating, of rayon fabric and natural rubber compound adhesive, classifiable 
as manufacture in c.v. of rayon or other synthetic textile, n.s.p.f., under par. 1312 or as 
insulating material in e.v. cf rubber under par.

Plastic carrying case made of colored polyvinyl chloride resin 
sheeting with polyviny! chloride lining and polyurethane padding classifiable as a manu 
facture in c.v. of a product of which a synthetic resin is the chief binding agent under 
par. 1539 (b). Nail brushes with polystyrene handles are classifiable as toilet brushes 
under par. 1506. Toilet soaps classifiable as such under par. 80 and subject to the pro- 
visions of sections 4561, 4571, and 4581 Piastic soap boxes of polystyrene dutiable at 
the rate applicable to finished articles of cellulose not cellulose acetate under par. 31 
(b) (2). Cotton cloth tuwels classifiable under the provisions for towels in c.v. of cotton, 
other than pile fabric, not Jacquard-figured, under par. 911 (a). [T.D. 54698 (45).] 

Tile, floor, composed of synthetic resin (polyvinyl chloride type) containing filler 
material and other substances, classifiable as a manufacture wholly or in c.v. of any 
product of which any synthetic resin or resin-like substance is the chief binding agent 
under par.

88 
as Chemici:! compounds of which tin is the element of c.v. [T.D. 54717 (53).] 

,_ Tebacco in the form of fragments and broken pieces resulting from handling of leaf 
cigarette tobacco classified as scrap tobacco under par. 603 rather than as cigarette leaf 
tobacco, unstemmed, under par. 601. [T.D. 54707 (25).] 

Tourist literature.—Advertising material, consisting of folders describing and illus- 
trating accommodations in foreign hotels is classifiable as tourist literature under par 
1410, or if lithographically printed, as lithographically printed articles under par. 1406 
Such material is not entitlea to free entry as catalogs, price lists, or trade notices relat- 
ing tu offers, by a person whose principal place of business or bona fide residence is in a 
foregn country, to sell or rent products of a foreign country or to furnish foreign or 
international transportation or commercial insurance services under par. 1629 (c) (T.Ds 
54463, 54569), since it does not relate to offers to sell or rent products or to furnish trans- 
portation or insurance services. [T.D. 54698 (46).] 

Vacuum brush-flashlight combination, battery operated; fan attachment.—Vacuum 
brush and flashlight combination consisting of vacuum cleaning device with dust collector 
bag and flashlight head mounted opposite each other at right angles to barrel designed 
to contain batteries, classifiable as a household utensil in c.v. of base metal under par 
339. Fan attachment imported with vacuum brush or separately for use in place of 
vacuum cleaning device, classifiable under provision for fans and parts thereof in par. 
353. [T.D. 54698 (47).] 

Vasotron, an electrical device for examining the condition of blood vessels, classifiable 
under par. 353 as electrical diagnostic apparatus. [T.D. 54698 (48).] 

Vuleanizer, electric, consisting of a portable vulcanizer having two heating plates, 
two pressing bars within a clamping unit to hold the plates, and a switch box or electric 
control device, designed for the vulcanizing of the ends of belting material to form an 
endless conveyor belt, classifiable as an article having as an essential feature an elec- 
trical element or device, wholly or in c.v. of metal, and n.s.p.f., under par. 353. [T.D. 
54717 (54).] 

Wearing apparel, wool, in part of elastic braid, classifiable under par. 1529 (a) as 
articles in part of braid, not suitable for making or ornamenting bonnets, hats, or hoods, 
but not in part of lace and not ornamented Kilt skirt of wool fabric plain in front, 
pleated in the back, not ornamented, the pleats formed by heat and pressure and not by a 
sewing process classifiable under par. 1115 (a) as an article of wearing apparel, not 
knit or chocheted, wholly or in c.v. of wool. [T.D. 54717 (55).] 

Wire, measurement of gauge.—Measurement of galvanized wire not larger than 
twenty one-hundredths and not smaller than eight one-hundredths of one inch in diam- 
eter within the purview of par. 317 is determined by actual measurement of the wire in 
its uncoated state.

Wire stretcher, combination tool, a steel device for tightening single strand wire 
fencing using the principle of leverage and a combination hammer, staple puller, wire 
cutter, and key for tying wire, the handle of which is used as an extension of the' handle 
of the stretcher fcr applying leverage, classifiable as articles, n.s.p.f.. manufactured, in 
c.v. of steel, under par. 397. [T.D. 54711 (42).] 

Xanthates, sodium thy! xanthate, sodium isopropyl xanthate, potassium secondary 
butyl xanthate, and potassium amyl xanthate classified as chemical compounds, elements, 
and salts and combinations and mixtures under par. 5. [T.D. 54707 (26).] 


AMERICAN GOODS RETURNED 

American metal articles processed abroad and returned for further processing.—Brass 
strip of American manufacture is exported for the following processing abroad: zipper 
teeth are punched out, tumbled, nickel plated, and fastened to cotton tape in continuous 
rolls. After return, the rolls are cut into unit lengths varying from 7 inches to 20 inches 
metal stops are inserted at the bottom and top of each length, the zipper teeth are 
meshed, sliders are inserted, and the zippers are packaged for sale. The operations on 
the imperted articles of assembling and cutting to lesser lengths do not constitute 
“further processing” within the meaning of par. 1615 (2) (2). [T.D. 54711 (1).] 

American metal articles processed abroad and returned for further processing.— During 
the manufacture abroad of automobile bearings from exported American steel strip with 
alloys bonded thereto, scrap steel results from which the alloys are separated, cast into 
pig form, and returned. That part of the steel strip which becomes scrap from which 
the allovs are separated was exported for further processing within the meaning of par 
1615 (2) (2) (A), the processing occurring as a result of the separation of 'the alloys 
and casting them into pig form. [T.D. 54707 (1).] 

American metal article« processed abroad and returned for further processing. 
Stainless steel bowls having threaded metal pegs, fabricated abroad from stainless steel 
sheets of American manufacture and returned to the United States where wooden legs 
are turned, threaded, and screwed to the metal pegs, are not further processed in the 
United States within the meaning of par. 1615 (g) (2) and are not entitled to entry under 
par. 1615 (g&) (2) of that act. [T.D. 54707 (2).] 

American metal articles processed abroad and returned for further processing. 
Cylinder blocks are manufactured abroad from castings of United States manufacture 
and foreign frost expansion plugs. After importation such parts as oil pans, pistons, 
valves, and valve covers are assembled to the cylinder blocks to form complete engines 
for incorporation in automobiles. The assembling operations performed in the United 
States are nota “further processing” within the meaning of par. 1615 (g). [T.D. 54717 (1).] 
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C.LE. TARIFF CLASS. DECISIONS—BUREAU OF CUSTOMS—Continued 
MARKING 

Marking the name of the country of origin, section 304, as amended. Willow baskets 
and other article woven from similar material. Willow baskets and other articles woven 
from similar material may not be marked with the name of the country of origin by a 
sliver wedged into the article unless such sliver is securely affixed to the article in a 
conspicuous place nd bears a clear and legible marking of the name of the country of 
origin. The wedging of a marked sliver into the article is not acceptable marking. [T.D.

Marking of the name of the country of origin, section 304. Containers. Effective as to 
entries for consumption or warehouse made on and after January 1, 1959, the outermost 
container in which an article ordinarily reaches the ultimate purchaser in the United 
States shali be marked to indicate the name of the country of origin of the article con- 
tained therein. unless excepted from marking pursuant to section 304 (a) (3) (F; (G) or 
( {T.D. 54707 (7).] 

Marking of the name of the country of origin, section 304. Copper pipes and tubes 
Copper pipes and tubes which are to be cut into lengths prior to sale or at time of sale 
to ultimate purchasers in the United States subject to the exceptions from marking 
provided for in section 304 (a) (3), must be marked in close proximity to one‘end at 
intervals of approximately 5 feet with the name of the country of origin. Marking may 
be by means of die sinking, etching, or any other means which will assure that the 
marking will remain on the imported article until it reaches the ultimate purchaser and 
is to free entry as catalogs, price lists, or trade notices relating to offers, by a person 
whose principal place of business or bona fide residence is in a foreign country, to sell 
or rent products of a foreign country or to furnish foreign or international transportation 
under par. 1629 (c). [T.D. 54707 (S8).] 

COVERINGS AND CONTAINERS 

Bags, velveteen, cotton, having a drawstring at the top, imported as coverings for 
whiskey in bottle and not designed for use otherwise than in the bona fide transporta- 
tion of the merchandise to the United States, are not subject to the additional duty pro- 
vided for in section 504. [T.D. 54608 (4).] 

INSULAR POSSESSIONS 

Copper tax imposed under section 4541 not applicable to scrap brass and scrap copper 
of the manufacture or production of Guam entitled to free entry under section 301 upon 
compliance with that statute and the regulations thereunder. [T.D. 54698 (5).] 


MARKING 

Marking of the name of the country of origin under section 304 on articles imported 
from Egypt and Syria Articles imported from the areas formerly known as Egypt and 
Syria shall be marked “United Arab Republic.”

Articles returned after exportation for repairs or alterations.—Pulled wool resulting 
from sheepskins exported to a foreign country for removal of the wool not classifiable 
under par. 1615 (g@) since the removal of the wool from the exported skins abroad goes 
beyond an “alternation.” [T.D. 54698 (1).] 

Articles returned after exportation for repairs or alterations.—Cylinder blocks manu- 
factured abroad by machining and finishing exported rough cylinder block castings and 
rough main bearing clusters, and adding foreign frost expansion plugs, not classifiable 
under par. 1615 (ez since the operations abroad go beyond repairs or alterations. [T.D. 
54717 (3).] 

Articles returned after exportation for repairs or alterations.—Fishhooks and nylon 
strands, exported for having the nylon strands tied into snells and attached to the fish- 
hooks, not otherwise legible and conspicuous. Marking by means of string tags, glued 
tags. ink stamping (other than acid ink) is not acceptable marking. [T.D. 54717 (4).] 

Marking of the name of the country of origin, section 304. Axe heads. Effective Janu- 

ry 1, 1959, axe heads imported separately or with American-made handles attached must 
» legibly and conspicuously marked with the words “Axe Head Made In (country of 
origin)” or words cf similar import. American made axe handles are not required to be 
marked to show their American origin. [T.D. 54707 (9).] 

Substitution.—Merchandise the origin and identity of which cannot be traced, pur- 
chased in » open market in the United States is “domestic merchandise” within the 
meaning of section 313 (b) {T.D. 54707 (4).]

HEARINGS ON PROPOSED REVISED AND CONSOLIDATED TARIFF SCHEDULES 
Public hearings will begin on December 11, 1958, on parts of schedule 7 of its tenta- 
tive revision and consolidation of the laws under which imported articles are classi- 
fied for tariff purposes. The parts being released cover miscellaneous and nonenumer- 
ated products, many of which are provided for in the Sundries Schedule of the present 
tariff act Included in the parts released today are such products as photographi« 
equipment, motion pictures, phonograph records and tape recordings, musical instru- 
ments, furniture, pillows, cushions and mattresses, nontextile floor coverings, arms and 
ammunition, sporting goods, games and toys, jewelry and related products, buttons 
and pins, millinery ornaments and similar notions, brooms and brushes, smoker's 
articles, pens and pencils, and rubber and plastic products 

SPRING CLOTHESPIN REPORT UNDER SECTION 332 OF THE T ARIFF ACT—A 
report, just made public on the investigation of spring clothespins (No. 36) conducted 
under section 332 of the Tariff Act of 1930. The investigation was made pursuant to a 
resolution of the Committee on Finance of the United States Senate approved July 30, 
1958 

TUNGSTEN REPORT UNDER SECTION 332 OF THE TARIFF ACT—A report on 
the investigation of tungsten ore and concentrates (No. 33) conducted under section 
i382 of the Tariff Act of 1930. The investigation was made pursuant to a resolution of 
the Committee on Finance of the United States Senate approved March 19, 1958 

TISSUE PAPER, SULPHITE, ETC.—On August 13, 1958, the United States Tariff 
Commission received advices from the Treasury Department that “tissue paper, sulphite 
machine glazed, bleached and unbleached, weighing less than 10 pounds per ream of 
288,000 square inches,” imported from Finland and from Norway was being, or was 
likely to be, sold in the United States at less than fair value within the meaning of the 
\ntidumping Act, 1921 

After investigations in accordance with the provisions of section 20l(a) of the 
said Antidumping Act the Commission determined unanimously that no industry in 
the United States is being or is likely to be injured, or prevented from being established 
by reason of the importation, from either Finland or Norway, of the aforementioned 
tissue paper at less than “fair value.” 

“ESCAPE CLAUSE” APPLICATION ON PETROLEUM AND ITS LIQUID DERIVA- 
TIVES REJECTED—tThe Tariff Commission on October 30, 1958, rejected an application 
for an investigation under section 7 of the Trade Agreements Extension Act of 1951 
as amended, filed by the Texas Independent Producers and Royalty Owners Association 
,ustin, Texas, which requested the Commission to make an “eseape clause” investiga- 
tion looking to duty increases on petroleum and its liquid derivatives. In rejecting the 
application the Commission advised the Association as follows: 

“The application was not signed in accordance with section 207.3(b) of the Com 
mission’s Rules of Practice and Procedure, and consequently is not acceptable for this 
reason However, the application is also not acceptable for other reasons a sub 
stantive nature.’

What is 
needed is nationwide education in the 
facts of 20th Century international eco- 
nomic life, and action to rid us of the 
restrictive measures that threaten our 
leadership of the free world.

Cory (J. B. Lippincott Co.; 448 pages; 
$4.95) is Daniel P. Mannix’s first novel, and 
as aright be expected it is about Africa 
which the author knows so well. Mannix 
has his hero (an ex-Confederate Navy man) 
in the East African slave trade come smack 
up against a lady missionary (ex-Aboli- 
tionist, of course), and eventually learns 
there is something to native civilization 
after all. The story is fairly routine, de- 
spite some big Local descriptions 
and native characterizations ring with au- 
thority. . If you’re looking for a fast- 
paced suspense story which will make it 
hard to put your book down, A. E. Hotch- 
ner’s The Dangerous American (Random 
House; 249 pages; $3.50) is for you. This 
s about an American deportee to Italy, his 
early desire for revenge, his meeting with 
Nia, and his ultimate achievement of the 
Good Life. But that’s capsuling the story 
to a greater degree than it deserves. There 
are thrills aplenty in The Dangerous Ameri- 
can—brawlis and heroin smuggling, in-

Cocktail Time (Simon & Schuster; 220 
pages; $3.50), by the irrepressible P. G. 
Wodehouse is the title of a vitriolic novel 
written by his central character, Sir Ray- 
mond Bastable, would-be M.P. Wodehouse 
is still Wodehouse; that is to say, imagina- 
tive, funny, and perceptive. Enjoy for your- 
selves what happens after Sir Raymond’s 
novel is denounced by a bishop Lonnie 
Coleman’s The Southern Lady (Little, 
Brown & Co.; 219 pages; $3.75) is a psycho- 
logical thriller written with crispness and 
punch. The Lady herself is the acknowl- 
edged queen of the 10 American passengers 
on a freighter bound for Naples. The only 
one to resist her spell is a writer who is 
well-known for being a champion of 
Negroes in his novels. The hostility be- 
tween them builds up into a tragic ex- 
plosion on the last night of the cruise. All 
the characters are well-drawn and most 
of them are a little off-beat. There is much 
good talk, and a mounting tension that 
carries the reader quickly along. 

Mark Derby, who knows how to keep his 
readers on the edge of their seats, does not 
fall down in his latest suspense novel, Sun 
in the Hunter’s Eyes (Viking Press: 256 
pages; $3.50). This concerns the search of 
Robert Avery for a cousin, heir to a fortune 
but strangely vanished. Is he really dead? 
Or is he in hiding for some dark reason? 
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The mystery moves to a smashing climax 
and solution, but not after a switch of 
scene from London to the Far East where 
violence and intrigue come into play. Rat- 
tling good reading. Anthony Powell, 
who has the distinction of being one of the 
very best English writers today, has pub- 
lished a fourth in his series of novels on 
the upper-class English. At Lady Molly’s 
(Little, Brown & Co.; 239 pages; $3.95). If 
asked to describe what it is about, one 
could really reply, “It is about people.” 
When they do not happen to be amusing 
people in themselves, Mr. Powell makes 
them amusing by the cool, humorous per- 
fection of his method of writing. Possessed 
of acute insight, he perceives and records 
everything, but passes judgment on noth- 
ing; the results are an unfailing delight.
